This system prevails 
in France, Germany, Italy, Switzerland, 
Russia, Sweden, Denmark and other 
countries. 
Tho aniotmt earned riy the 


piitoners varies considerably where it 
depends upon piece work. In France the 
average faliuy of tho prisoner is 35 cents 
a day. 
Of this amount tho prisoner is 


allowed to spend one-half while iu pris- 
on for supplementary food and clothing, 
postage, etc., though no expenditure is 
mado without the approval of the ad- 
ministration. Tho other half is reserved 
until tho time of his> discharge. A throe 
yeais1 prisoner has to his credit on leav- 
ing an average of $50, a four years' 
prisoner $70 and a five years' prisoner 
about $90. — Chicago Record,

At Gottingen Ott- 
friert Mnller and Heereu, the historian, 
seem to have influenced him mott. At 
Berlin, whither he next went, he stud- 
ied under Schleiermacher and Neander, 
to <he latter of whom he was muoh at- 
tracted, and whose teaching appears to 
have had much to do with broadening 
views that were of themselves already 
stretching far beyond their originally 
restricted confines. 


Neander once startled his disciple by 


remarking, "Yon have some Jewish no- 
tions in Scot laud with regard to the ob- 
servance of the Lord's day." 
Blackie,

terms," was staggered by the assertion 
"that 0110 of t ho most significant ob- 
servances of Scottish religiousness was 
not Christian, bat Jewish." But the 
fourth coininandmunt was too deeply 
imbedded m Blackie for him to be 
swayed by stich reasoning. He contin- 
ued to spend Ins Sundays after the 
Scotch fashion, and, says he, "I never 
had cause to regret my conscientiousness 
— 'Whatsoever is not of faith is sin.' "
